BIG FOUR TALKS . 
NEAR FAILURE 


. Paris, Mar. 26. 
Western diplomats were 
convinced tonight that if a 
“Big Four Foreign Ministers 
conference ever took place, 
its chances of reaching even 
a settlemont in Europe 
would be almost zero. 


This conviction stemmed from 
threo weeks . of watching the 
boggfed-down talks of the 
Foreign Minlalers’ deputics, 
who are meeting here to draw 
up on agenda for a possible 
full-dreaa parley later this 
year. In theory the present 
Paris talks were calicd merely 
to prepare the agenda or lst of 
subjects for the Big Four them- 
pelves to discuss, However, the 
deputies have gone to the very 
roots of the issues dividing the 
“Western and Sovict bloca in 
Europe and have shown a split 
50 streat that little short of a 
miracle could bring forth a 
negotiated genoral settlement 
by the Foreign Ministers now. 

The present Paris talks have 
_made it clear that the West 
holds that the size of the armed 
forces of Sovict Russia and her 
mitcllite: is responsible for. the 
present situation in Europe. 

The Russians have shown 
equally clearly thot thelr main 
purpose is to 6et the West to 
auvandon plans for rearming 
Western Germany. The Rus- 
sians niso have shown again 
that they will do everything in 
their power to block an Aus- 
trian peace treaty. 


ALMOST NO HOPE 


Mf they have achieved nothing 
else, the deputics have at least 
succeeded in throwing no gloring 
spotlight on these East-West 
differences, und Western diplo-

Sub-Inspector 8, H, Yuen told 
the Bench that at 11.45 am, on 
March 22, defendant: was seen 
extracting a couple of letters 
from the letter box in the stalr- 
way of house No, 186 Johnston 
Roa. He wag arrested when 
he tried to get away. 


Taken to the Police , Station .

from the house in Johnston Road, 
he was also found to have some .
